Lodge took the 
aggressive at the outset, forcing the 
Argentine to the ropes but after his 
initial onslaught the American never 
had a chance. 
Twice before the 
knockout he was sent to the floor by 
the flailing right which is Flrpo’s 
favorite blow. Lodge’s punches lack­ 
ed power, and he clinched repeated­ 
ly.
